By a reference to our advertising columns it will be 
found that our Council has notified. all lot-owners to 
have their “lots cleared of logs and bush forthwith ; 
otherwise, the Council will have it done at their charge. 

To absentee lot-owners 
handed measure; bat, on the other hand, to residents it 
seems every way reasonable, and just, as well as 
highly important, especially 
lots are contignous|to those upon W hich improvements 
are made. As the dry season advances, the lying tim- 
ber is becoming $0 ignitable, that in order to save prop- 
erty upon lots 80 situated, the adjoining ones must be 
cleared by some one; and who has a better right to do 


this than the owner, who has already allowed bis prop- | 


erty to lie unimproved, until by his more industrious 
neighbors toil, it is more than double in value? 

We believe it is the intention of the Councilto clear 
the streets and squares 
which, in-connection with the clearing of lots, will at 
onée place us comparatively beyond the reach of fire, 
while at the same time it will enhance the value of prop- 
erty in every part of the city.
